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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The four 102 rejections of the final rejection would now be applied as 35 U.S. C. 103 rejections if the 
amendment filed 8 December 2008 were entered. In claim 1, variable R2 cannot be a hydrogen atom in the claim set filed 8 December 
2008. The obvious-type double patenting rejection would be maintained because claims 23 and 25 of application 10/481270 renders 
obvious (H vs. alkyl) claims 1-3 and 6-8 of application 10/560737 Claim 12 (of the 8 December 2008 claim set) would be rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 112 1st paragraph. The final rejection stated that applicants were entitled for treatment of premenstrual disorders, not the entire 
scope of disorders represented in claim 12 of the claim set filed 8 December 2008. Newly added claim 15 would be rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112 1st paragraph for lack of enablement for solvates of the instant compounds. 
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
